HAWKS,  HURLBURT'S 
HILL  &  HEAVENLY  VIEWS 

Bartholomew's  Cobble,  on  the 
Housatonic  River  in  Ashley  Falls,  is 
one  of  Sheffield's  natural  gems.  It  is 
home  to  one  of  North  America's 
greatest  diversities  of  ferns,  and  its 
numerous  and  varied  forest  habitats 
feature  more  than  800  species  of 
plants.  In  the  fall,  it  is  a  great  place  to 
spot  hawks  and  other  raptors  migrat- 
ing south  down  the  Housatonic  River 
Valley. 

A  small  part  of  what  is  now  known 
as  Bartholomew's  Cobble  was  first 
acquired  by  Massachusetts'  Trustees  of 
the  Reservation  in  1946.  Over  the 
years,  land  surrounding  the  original 
acreage  was  donated  or  purchased 
until  the  Cobble  reached  its  present 
330  acres,  which  in  197 1  was  desig- 
nated a  National  Natural  Landmark 
by  the  National  Park  Service. 

Admission  is  free  to  members  of 


The  Trustees  of  the  Reservations  and 
Sheffield  residents  and  $4  for  non- 
members.  The  Cobble's  visitor's 
center  is  staffed  by  a  naturalist  and 
has  displays  of  wildlife  and  plants 
one  is  likely  to  find  while  exploring 
the  Cobble.  And  for  those  interested 
in  further  education,  there  is  an 
extensive,  year-round  program  of 
field  walks  and  lectures  (see  page  15 
for  September  and  October  events) . 

The  Cobble  gets  its  name  from  two 
rocky  knolls,  or  "cobbles,"  that  rise 
above  the  Housatonic  River  and  are 
surrounded  by  forests  of  oak,  pine, 
birch,  hickory,  maple  and  hemlock. 
The  open  fields  boast  red  cedar  while 
the  marshes  provide  homes  for 
beaver  and  other  animals.  Four  miles 
of  trails  seasonally  bloom  with  a 
dazzling  assortment  of  wildflowers, 
including  the  stunning  spring 
ephemerals.  But  the  highlight — and 
highpoint — of  Bartholomew's  Cobble 
is  surely  Hurlburt's  Hill,  a  1,000-foot 
rise  to  a  20-acre  field  on  the  Con- 
necticut-Massachusetts border. 

Climbing  to  a  view 

Hurlburt's  Hill  is  reached  by 
crossing  Weatogue  Rd.  from  the 
Cobble's  visitor's  center  and  walking 
through  the  clearly  marked  field.  The 
trail  then  begins  to  meander  uphill 
through  a  forest.  As  the  trail  leaves 
the  woods  for  the  open  field,  it  is 
best  to  heed  Lot's  Biblical  advice  to 
his  wife  and  "not  look  back".  No,  you 
won't  be  turned  into  a  pillar  of  salt, 
but  you  will  spoil  the  wonderful 
surprise  at  the  end. 

In  the  20-acre  field  you  are  sur- 
rounded by  billows  of  sky  and  grass. 
Birds  might  be  flying  overhead,  and 
the  birdhouses  scattered  throughout 
the  field  may  hold  bluebirds,  tree 
swallows  or  wrens.  Finally,  you  reach 
the  summit  and  two  wooden  benches 
beckon  the  climber.  But  first,  the 


surprise — turn  around  and  behold  the 
250-degree  panoramic  views  north- 
ward up  the  Housatonic  Valley. 

To  the  left  are  the  Taconic  Moun- 
tain Range  and  Mt.  Everett.  Straight 
ahead,  on  a  clear  day,  are  Monument 
Mountain  and  even  Mt.  Greylock  in 
the  distance,  identified  for  the  first- 
time  viewer  by  a  plaque  that  names 
the  surrounding  hills  and  peaks. 
Small  farms  and  towns  can  be  seen 
amidst  the  trees  -  steeples  look  like 
tiny  obelisks  -  and  in  the  autumn,  a 
blaze  of  colors  envelops  and  enchants 
you.  Now,  it's  time  to  sit  on  one  of 
the  benches  and  savor  the  vista,  and 
if  you  are  lucky,  you'll  be  there  in 
time  to  see  the  hawks. 

Hawk  flyway 

Hurlburt's  Hill  is  considered  a 
minor  hawk  migrational  flyway  as 
they  head  south  for  the  winter, 
following  mountain  ranges  and 
valleys.  Early  September  brings  large 
groups  of  broadwinged  hawks  on 
their  way  to  the  tropics  via  Texas.

Raptors  invade  the  Cobble 

Jonathan  Wood,  head  of  the  Raptor  Center  in  New  Paltz,  brought 
a  van  full  of  hawks,  owls,  falcons,  vultures  and  eagles  to  the  Cobble 
in  June  as  part  of  the  summer's  nature  programs.  Wood  travels  all 
over  the  country  in  his  solar  air-conditioned  van.  Most  of  the  birds 
that  travel  with  him  had  flown  into  towers  or  were  hit  by  cars  and 
couldn't  be  released  back  into  the  wild  after  their  recovery. 

To  a  fascinated  crowd  of  some  300,  Wood  showed  birds  native  to 
this  area,  including  a  sharp-shinned  hawk,  a  saw-whet  owl,  a  screech 
owl,  a  golden  eagle,  and  a  bald  eagle.  He  also  introduced  raptors  from 
other  countries,  such  as  the  spectacle  owl  from  Peru  and  an  eagle  owl, 
the  largest  owl  in  the  world  at  nearly  3  feet  tall. 
John  Hood  and  his  golda,  eagle.  jfo  highlight  of  the  show  was  a  peregrine  falcon,  the  fastest  bird  in 

the  world,  capable  of  attaining  speeds  of  up  to  200  mph.  The  falcon  flew  wide  circles,  then  swooped  within 
two  feet  of  the  ground,  much  like  a  Stealth  airplane.  Before  returning  to  his  trainer,  the  falcon  took  a  break 
on  John  Downie's  roof.  It  was  coaxed  back  to  Mr.  Wood  by  a  lure  on  a  string. 

Peregrine  falcons  inhabited  Race  Mountain  and  Bash  Bish  Falls  before  DDT  wiped  them  out  in  the  East  in 
the  1960s.  The  falcons  ingested  the  DTT  through  ducks  that  had  eaten  the  sprayed  insects  and  the  DDT 
weakened  the  egg  shells  so  much  that  the  nesting  falcon  would  crush  the  eggs.  Falcons  have  since  been 
reintroduced  in  the  northeast,  and  although  they  have  not  yet  returned  to  our  mountain,  many  currently  nest 
on  tall  buildings  in  cities,  feasting  on  urban  pigeons. 

The  June  talk  was  arranged  by  Morgan  Bulkeley  IV,  an  artist  from  Mount  Washington  who  serves  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Bartholomew's  Cobble.  His  father,  Morgan  Bulkeley  III,  a  naturalist,  ornithologist  and 
writer,  is  credited  with  enlarging  the  Cobble  to  its  current  size  and  was  active  in  setting  up  the  museum.

These  groups,  known  as  "kettles,"  can  be  as  large  as  100 
or  more  birds. 

Later  in  the  fall,  the  sharp-shinned  hawks  and  the  red- 
shouldered  hawks  fly  by.  The  Cooper's  hawk,  an  endan- 
gered species,  appears  on  its  way  to  southern  Florida  or 
the  gulf  coasts  of  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Mexico,  and  the 
occasional  northern  goshawk,  which  winters  only  as  far 
south  as  Maryland  or  the  central  plains,  can  be  seen 
circling  high  overhead  as  it  searches  for  prey.  The  red- 
tailed  hawk,  which  does  not  migrate,  might  also  be 
glimpsed. 

The  best  day  for  viewing  these  majestic  birds  on 
Hurlburt's  Hill  is  October  1 .  Why  that  day,  one  day? 
Because  the  local  farmer  who  leases  the  fields  from  the 
Cobble  cuts  the  last  of  the  hay  the  same  day  every  year. 
The  cut  exposes  mice,  voles  and  other  small  mammals  and 
provides  a  veritable  feast  for  hungry  raptors.  But  you  are 
likely  to  see  some  of  these  beautiful  birds  riding  the 
thermals  any  autumn  day,  especially  between  10  in  the 
morning  and  2  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  warm  air 
currents  rise  from  the  ground.  Bring  your  binoculars,  take 
in  the  view,  and  enjoy  a  last  look  at  the  hawks  as  they  sail 
over  Hurlburt's  Hill  on  their  way  to  their  winter  homes  in 
the  south. 

The  naturalists  at  the  Cobble  lead  hawk  watches  every 
fall.  See  page  15  for  details.

When  fire  broke  out  early  in 
Sheffield's  history,  residents  had  to 
rely  on  themselves.  According  to 
Lillian  Preiss,  noted  Sheffield  histo- 
rian, "Houses  on  the  main  street  of 
nineteenth-century  Sheffield  were  so 
close  together  that  the  cry  of 'Fire!'  day 
or  night  was  a  terrifying  sound.  Band- 
ing together  for  mutual  aid,  citizens 
dropped  everything  when  the  alarm 
bell  rang  and  dashed  off  to  the  fire 
with  axes,  ladders  and  leather  buckets. 
Passing  the  water  buckets  from  hand  to 
hand,  the  men  could  seldom  make 


much  headway 
against  the 
main  conflagra- 
tion but  had  to 
be  satisfied 
with  preventing 
the  fire  from 
spreading  to 
adjacent 
buildings." 

Conversa- 
tions to  orga- 
nize a  hook 
and  ladder 
company  began 
in  1872  but 
were  not 
completed 

until  1896.  At  that  time  Sheffield 
Hose  Company  No.  1  was  formed. 
Twenty  men  were  charter  members 
and  a  Mr.  Goodhue  of  the  Sheffield 
Water  Co.  gave  the  newly  founded 
company  a  two-wheel  hose  cart  and 
300  feet  of  hose  and  nozzles.  Where 
possible,  a  few  hydrants  were  in- 
stalled. Beyond  those  limits  residents 
still  had  to  rely  on  bucket  brigades. 

A  lot  has  changed  since  then.  The 
current  Sheffield  Fire  Dept.  boasts 
three  modern  fire  engines,  the  oldest 
purchased  in  1988,  the  others  in  1993 
and  1998.  The  1993  vehicle  alone 
boasts  3,200  feet  of  hose  and  a  1,000- 
gallon  water  tank.  In  addition  the  fire 
department  has  created  30  "dry" 
hydrants  located  throughout  town. 
These  hydrants  have  pipes  running  to 
a  water  source  that  a  truck  can  hook 
up  to  for  easy  access  at  any  time  of 
year,  and  provide  additional  protec- 
tion to  areas  where  traditional  pres- 
surized hydrants  are  not  possible. 

What  hasn't  changed  is  the  make- 
up and  spirit  of  the  company.  From 
its  founding  in  1896  to  the  present, 
the  Sheffield  Hose  Company  has 
been  made  up  of  committed  volun- 
teers, men  who  have  chosen  fire- 
fighting  as  their  contribution  to  their 
community.  Today,  the  Sheffield 
Hose  Co.  consists  of  29  men  who  are 
willing  to  drop  everything  at  a

minute's  notice — sometimes  in  the 
middle  of  the  night — to  respond  to 
an  alarm.  If  it  occurs  in  the  middle 
of  the  day,  they  sometimes  even 
forfeit  pay. 

Talking  with  Chief  John  Ullrich,  it 
is  easy  to  understand  Sheffield's 
good  fortune.  Chief  Ullrich  is  a 
competent,  dedicated  leader.  Yet  he 
is  the  first  to  share  praise  with 
others — in  particular,  Police  Chief 
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Jim  McGarry,  Ron  Bassett  of  the  Highway  Department 
and  Bob  Weitz,  Town  Administrator. 

His  highest  accolades,  however,  go  to  the  29  members  of 
the  Department.  I  had  the  privilege  of  sitting  in  on  one  of 
their  regular  Wednesday  evening  meetings.  It  was  clear  from 
the  easy  give  and  take  that  respect  was  mutual.  Not  only  are 
the  firemen  of  Sheffield  willing  to  serve,  they  are  also  able — 
highly  trained,  motivated  and  mutually  supportive  men. 
They  know  in  a  crisis  they  will  have  to  depend  on  each  other 
to  act  quickly,  helpfully  and  correctly.  They  work  to  create  an 
environment  where  that  will  happen. 

That  doesn't  mean  everything  is  perfect.  Chief  Ullrich 
notes  only  five  members  are  employed  in  town,  making 
quick  response  a  continuing  challenge.  I  asked  him  if  he 
wanted  me  to  include  anything  in  this  article  that  would  be 
helpful  to  the  Department.  His  response  was  quick.  "Re- 
mind them  again,"  he  said,  "that  Sheffield  is  a  volunteer  fire 
department."  Newcomers  and  second-home  residents  from 
cities  with  paid  fire  departments  may  not  realize  that 
volunteers  need  easy  and  quick  access  to  vacant  homes,  so 
valuable  time  isn't  wasted  waiting  for  someone  with  a  key  to 
arrive.  False  alarms  are  also  a  problem.  With  regular  mainte- 
nance, fire  and  smoke  detection  devices  can  be  properly 
cleaned  so  fire  fighters  are  not  called  out  needlessly. 

September  1 1  has  reminded  our  country  of  the  impor- 
tance of  those  who  make  personal  sacrifices  in  behalf  of 
others.  We  in  Sheffield  are  blessed  with  the  commitment  of 
a  skilled  and  able  fire  department.  We  can  be  very  grateful.

Roles  &  Responsibilities 

Sheffield  Hose  Company  No.  1,  in  continuous 
existence  since  1896,  is  a  private  organization. 
Although  it  owns  and  maintains  the  fire  station,  it 
receives  no  tax  money.  Maintenance  costs  are  raised 
by  events  such  as  the  annual  pancake  breakfast  and 
olf  outings  and  by  their  own  volunteer  labor. 

The  Sheffield  Fire  Dept.  is  part  of  the  town 

vernment  with  its  volunteer  members  appointed 
>y  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  A  volunteer  is  first  voted 
in  as  a  member  of  the  Hose  Company  and  then  the 
Chief  recommends  the  new  volunteer  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  review  and  appointment  to  the 
Department. 

The  Town  provides  and  maintains  the  fire  trucks 
and  equipment.  Operating  on  a  20-year  replacement 
cycle,  the  department  is  due  for  a  new  truck  in  2008 
at  a  possible  cost  of  $350,000. 

Concern  has  been  raised  recently  about  the 
difficulty  of  recruiting  volunteer  fire  fighters  in  many 
South  County  communities.  Fortunately,  this  is  not 
the  case  in  Sheffield.  The  Selectmen  recently 
reviewed  and  appointed  three  new  members  to  the 
Fire  Dept.  for  a  total  of  29.  These  newest  members, 
Bob  Poulter,  Bill  Ruane  and  Jason  Smith,  have 
served  less  than  a  year.  On  the  other  hand,  Brian 
Ovitt  has  been  a  member  for  over  37  years.  As  a 
whole,  members  average  10  years  of  service.

WHAT'S  NEW  AT  THE  SCHOOLS 


School  started  on  August  30,  as 
Undermountain  Elementary  and  Mt. 
Everett  schools  prepared  for  the 
return  of  480  elementary,  156  middle 
school  and  298  high  school  students. 
About  half  come  from  Sheffield. 
Most  of  the  other  students  come  from 
New  Marlborough  and  Egremont, 
followed  by  Alford,  Becket,  Great 
Barrington,  Lanesborough,  Lee, 
Monterey,  Mount  Washington,  Otis, 
Pittsheld,  Southheld  and  Sandisfield. 

Students  come  from  central  and 
northern  Berkshire  County  because 
the  School  Choice  Program  allows 
students  to  apply  to  any  public  school 
in  the  county.  John  Peron,  principal 
of  Undermountain  Elementary  said 
proudly,  "Undermountain  is  the 
school  of  choice  in  Berkshire  County 
because  of  our  tremendous  commu- 
nity support  and  involvement."  The 
school  is  so  popular  that  for  the 


second  year  several  elementary  classes 
had  to  be  closed  to  keep  classes  at  an 
optimal  size. 

Teacher  development  at  Undermountain 

Undermountain  Elementary's 
program  for  the  continued  profes- 
sional development  of  teachers  will  be 
expanded  this  year.  Reading,  writing, 
science  and  math  teaching  consult- 
ants are  invited  into  the  classrooms  to 
demonstrate  teaching  techniques  and 
observe  and  critique  teachers  at  work. 

Peron  feels  teaching  is  also  strength- 
ened by  the  internal  reviews  made 
possible  by  the  State  Curriculum 
Frameworks.  Teachers  can  plan  more 
effectively  for  the  year,  knowing  that 
students  have  covered  the  same  basic 
material  even  though  they  come  from 
different  classroom  experiences. 
Periodic  review  of  MCAS  testing 
allows  analysis  of  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  not  only  of  individual 


students  but  also  particular  segments 
of  classroom  teaching. 

Teacher  mentoring  at  Mt.  Everett 

The  ongoing  development  of 
teachers  is  also  a  priority  at  the 
middle  and  high  school.  According 
to  Glenn  DeVoti,  principal  of  Mt. 
Everett  Regional  High  School,  it  is 
increasingly  difficult  to  attract  and 
keep  good  teachers  because  salaries 
are  not  commensurate  with  other 
parts  of  the  country  and  the  cost  of 
housing  in  Berkshire  County  contin- 
ues to  rise.  Nine  of  43  teachers  in 
grades  7-12  are  new  this  year. 

Some  teachers  are  new  to  the  area 
and  some  are  new  to  teaching.  For 
example,  one  brings  a  background  in 
business  as  CEO  of  a  corporation 
before  making  a  career  change  to 
education.  DeVoti  anticipates  these 
different  backgrounds  will  result  in 
creative,  new  teaching  ideas.  Because 
of  the  large  number  of  new  teachers, 
a  mentoring  program  has  been

started.  It  includes  an  orientation 
program,  one-on-one  weekly  meetings 
with  an  experienced  teacher,  and  staff 
workshops  to  review  various  topics, 
including  computer  use  and  technol- 
ogy, media  literacy  and  social  guide- 
lines and  regulations. 

New  classes  and  programs 

DeVoti  reports  some  exciting 
changes  and  additions  to  the  curricu- 
lum this  year.  The  curriculum  struc- 
ture has  been  revised.  There  will  now 
be  seven  year-long  framework  blocks 
with  three  50-minute  classes  and  one 
double  class  per  week  to  allow  for 
increased  academic  continuity  over 
the  whole  year  and  in-depth  develop- 
ment of  projects  over  time. 

The  "Nine-Ten  House,"  a  program 
designed  to  encourage  high  levels  of 
accountability  for  students'  academic 
achievement  and  personal  behavior, 
will  continue.  Students  will  be  taught 
for  a  second  year  by  the  same  group 
of  eight  teachers.  This  model,  which 
is  used  in  the  Middle  School,  permits 
more  personal  mentoring  of  students. 
A  new  research  class  in  science  for 


juniors  and  seniors  will  allow  them  to 
pursue  community  research  projects, 
possibly  in  conjunction  with  The 
Nature  Conservancy,  the  Sheffield 
Land  Trust  and  other  community 
groups. 

To  complement  the  academic 
program,  a  new  vocational  program  is 
starting  in  which  vocational  experi- 
ences will  be  provided  at  the  school 
rather  than  being  contracted  out 
throughout  the  county  as  in  the  past. 
A  food/nutrition  teacher  will  teach  a 
culinary  arts  course  in  conjunction 
with  the  cafeteria,  a  landscape  horti- 
culture class  will  have  projects  on  the 
80-acre  campus  and  a  building 
structures  program  will  make  exhibit 
cases,  picnic  tables  and  other  items 
for  use  at  the  school. 

Theater,  arts  and  the  community 

Bob  Law,  community  relations 
liaison  and  coordinator  of  the  Per- 
forming Arts  Department,  says  he 
sees  renewed  pride  in  the  community 
over  what  the  schools  have  accom- 
plished over  the  past  few  years  in 
theater  and  the  arts.  He  encourages 


community  members  to  attend 
student  productions  and  exhibits. 

The  choral  and  music  departments 
have  been  enlarged,  as  well  as  the 
extracurricular  drama  program.  A 
student  chapter  of  the  Friends  of  the 
Arts  has  been  formed  with  a  fund 
raising  goal  of  $5,000.  The  Barring- 
ton  Stage  Company  will  again  offer  a 
drama  course  and  donate  use  of 
costumes  and  sets.  The  Eagle  and 
Janet's  Fund  will  continue  to  support 
five  theatre  productions  during  this 
year.  The  Flying  Cloud  Institute  will 
offer  Arts  After  Hours,  workshops  in 
which  area  professionals  will  teach 
photography,  sculpture,  ceramics, 
dance,  painting  and  martial  arts. 

Both  Mt.  Everett  and  Under- 
mountain  encourage  ongoing  involve- 
ment by  the  community.  Open 
houses  will  be  held  for  visitors  to 
learn  more  about  the  school  and  to 
attend  classes.  Focus  groups  consist- 
ing of  students,  teachers,  parents  and 
community  members  will  be  formed 
in  the  fall  to  discuss  issues  related  to 
school  safety  and  student  health.

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SHEFFIELD  FACES  MORE  CUTS  IN  STATE  AID 

Massachusetts'  budget  crisis,  the  result  of  the  national  economic  decline,  the 
"Big  Dig"  in  Boston  and  the  reduction  in  state  income  taxes  enacted  a  few 
years  ago,  has  led  state  legislators  to  hunt  high  and  low  for  expenses  to  cut. 
Small  towns  like  Sheffield  have  become  prime  targets.  Town  Administrator  Bob 
Weitz  said  that  state  aid  payments  to  Sheffield  will  be  reduced  again  this  year. 
Included  in  the  reductions  are  cuts  in  state  highway  funds  of  $18,000  (on  top 
of  a  $56,000  reduction  last  year)  and  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  state  lands  of 
$8,000  (on  top  of  an  $18,000  reduction  last  year) . 

On  the  other  hand,  Weitz  also  said  that  state  transportation  officials  have 
indicated  that  state  funding  for  the  long-delayed  repaving  of  Berkshire  School 
Road  may  be  available  in  2003  and  for  the  completion  of  the  Village  Green 
renovation  in  2004. 

Overall,  state  aid  to  Sheffield  has  been  slashed  from  $292,000  to  $96,000 
over  the  last  three  years.  While  not  large  when  compared  to  Sheffield's  total 
revenues — about  $6,460,000  in  fiscal  year  200 1  — the  cuts  put  further  strains  on 
Sheffield's  budget  and  force  greater  reliance  on  real  and  personal  property 
taxes.  These  tax  revenues  amounted  to  about  70  percent  of  Sheffield's  total 
revenues  in  fiscal  year  2001 .

June  3 — The  Board  made  the 
following  annual  appointments: 
Arthur  Batacchi,  Jr.,  as  a  member  of 
the  Southern  Berkshire  Regional 
School  Committee.  Todd  E.  Tinker  as 
a  Reserve  Intermittent  Police  Officer, 
Susan  Rathbun  as  a  Full  Time 
Officer,  Administrative  Officer  and 
Gary  Mitchell  as  Reserve  Intermittent 
Police  Officer.  Maureen  Coon  as 
Assistant  Town  Clerk  and  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters. 

Harry  Conklin,  representing  the 
Sheffield  Historical  Society,  was 
present  to  answer  questions  regarding 
his  letter  requesting  the  move  of 
handicapped  parking  spaces  at  Town 
Hall  to  make  room  for  landscaping  at 
the  back  of  the  Old  Stone  Store. 
Conklin  agreed  to  draft  a  description 
of  the  landscaping  and  submit  it  to 
Town  Counsel  for  approval. 

The  Board  approved  an  agreement 
with  Wheeler  &  Taylor  Realty  Co. 
subjecting  the  exclusive  listing  ar- 
rangement for  the  Industrial  Park  to 
an  exception  for  the  business  cur- 
rently negotiating  to  move  to  the 
park. 

Town  Administrator  Robert  Weitz 
told  the  Board  that  the  Master  Plan 
Steering  Committee  had  met  about  a 
dozen  time  since  last  fall/early  spring 
and  recommended  that  Dufresne- 
Henry  be  appointed  as  a  consultant 
to  help  develop  the  Master  Plan.  A 
representative  of  this  firm  gave  an 
overview  of  the  team  and  the  issues 
they  would  address.  The  Board 
approved  the  appointment. 

Administrator  Weitz  read  a  report 
showing  the  roads  the  Highway 
Supervisor  would  like  to  repave  this 
summer.  The  total  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $322,400  is  to  be  paid  with 
Chapter  90  funds  and  money  appro- 
priated by  the  town. 

June  1 7 — The  Board  accepted  a 
proposed  memorandum  of  under- 
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standing  between  the  Town  and  the 
Sheffield  Historical  Society  relating  to 
the  landscaping  behind  the  Old 
Stone  Store  (see  the  minutes  of  June 
3). 

The  Berkshire  Housing  Develop- 
ment Corporation  is  studying  the 
feasibility  of  housing  rehabilitation  in 
South  County.  Subject  to  income 
limitations,  funds  between  $15,000 
and  $20,000  would  be  made  avail- 
able. Sign-up  sheets  would  be  posted 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Ashley  Falls 
Post  Office  and  the  Library.  The 
Board  approved  Sheffield's  participa- 
tion in  this  program. 

The  Board  denied  a  motion  to 
approve  a  transfer  of  land  abutting 
Berkshire  School  from  the  Sheffield 
Land  Trust  to  Berkshire  School 
subject  to  a  conservation  restriction 
running  to  the  Land  Trust  and  The 
Nature  Conservancy,  citing  concerns 
over  public  access  to  the  land  and  the 
Town's  control  over  the  release  of 
restrictions. 

The  Board  denied  a  proposal  by 
Hands  Across  the  Water  for  a  collec- 
tion box  at  the  Transfer  Station  for 
books  to  be  shipped  to  other  coun- 
tries. The  appointment  of  Karol 
Sekely  as  a  Transfer  Station  Atten- 
dant was  approved. 

Chief  McGarry  reported  on  the 
traffic  situation  with  the  Farmers' 
Market.  While  he  has  some  general 
concerns,  everything  seems  to  be 
going  fine.  Separately,  the  Board 
decided  to  discuss  with  June  Wolfe 
the  possibility  of  removing  the  Market 
sign  when  the  Market  is  not  open 
because  there  are  too  many  signs  on 
the  Green. 

June  24 — The  Board  appointed 
Nicholas  DeSantis  as  a  Full  Time 
Police  Officer  for  a  one-year  period. 

A  test  of  the  Sheffield  Water 
Company's  fire  hydrants  was  dis- 
cussed. Four  hydrants  were  in  need  of 
repair.  The  Town  currently  pays  a 
total  of  $8,000  a  year  for  hydrants, 
about  $209  each.  The  Board  will

consider  these  payments  for  inoper- 
able hydrants. 

Members  of  the  Sheffield  Land 
Trust,  The  Nature  Conservancy  and 
Berkshire  School  were  present  to 
discuss  land  abutting  Berkshire 
School  (see  the  minutes  of  June  17). 
Because  of  staffing  and  other  con- 
straints, the  SLT  (which  would  receive 
a  conservation  restriction  on  the 
land)  would  prefer  not  to  manage  the 
property  and  the  School  is  willing  to 
do  so  since  its  students  use  the  land. 
While  the  Board  supports  preserving 
land,  it  is  concerned  about  taxation 
issues,  which  were  discussed.  The 
Board  plans  to  meet  with  the  School 
and  later  with  the  other  parties. 


Chairman  Stanton  asked  that  the 
recent  updates  to  the  town's  person- 
nel policy,  recommended  by  Town 
labor  counsel,  be  posted  at  the  Police 
Department,  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment and  the  Transfer  Station. 
,     Sally  Cook  stated  that  the  Board 
and  the  Sheffield  Land  Trust  should 
be  closer  since  they  both  agree  that 
land  should  be  preserved.  She  is 
considering  placing  her  land  under  a 
conservation  restriction  and,  since 
this  is  costly,  she  would  not  want  to 
go  through  the  effort  and  then  have 
the  Board  turn  it  down. 

July  1  — Chairman  Stanton  dis- 
cussed why  fire  hydrants  that  do  not 
work  are  being  paid  for.  Administra- 
tor Weitz  said  that  the  Sheffield 
Water  Dept.  indicated  that  it  would 
ask  the  state  Dept.  of  Telecommuni- 
cations and  Energy  to  raise  the  cost  of 
each  hydrant  in  use  to  make  up  for 
lost  revenue.  The  town  would  pay  the 
same  amount. 

July  1 5 — Administrator  Weitz  read 


a  letter  from  TEC  Associates  stating 
that  TEC  will  attempt  to  inform  the 
town  in  advance  of  herbicide  applica- 
tions along  the  railroad  right  of  way. 
Administrative  Assistant  Quinn  had 
called  TEC  earlier  on  the  date  of  the 
meeting  and  was  told  that  the 
treatment  had  been  completed  on 
July  10  (without  advance  notice). 
Chairman  Stanton  requested  that  a 
letter  of  complaint  be  sent  to  the 
state  Dept.  of  Food  and  Agriculture. 

Clean  Water  Action  sent  a  pro- 
posed resolution  on  the  "Producer 
Take  Back  Campaign,"  supporting 
the  proposition  that  producers  of 
CRTs,  electronic  and  household 
hazardous  waste  products  take  them 
back  when  their  life  is  complete.  The 
Board  passed  the  resolution.

request  of  Highway  Superintendant 
Bassett,  the  hiring  of  Paul  Batacchi, 
Jr.,  as  a  part-time  laborer. 

Bassett  asked  for  permission  to 
stone  and  oil  an  additional  600  feet  of 
Shunpike  Rd.  The  Board  will  vote  on 
the  matter  at  its  July  22  meeting. 

The  Board  approved  proposed 
solid- waste  user  fees  of  $90  for  resi- 
dential, $350  for  commercial  and  $60 
for  the  elderly. 

A  contract  with  Lawrence 
Braverman  Assoc.  LLC  for  software 
licensing  and  support  for  the  town's 
accounting,  payroll  and  transfer 
station  billing  was  approved. 

Administrator  Weitz  congratulated 
the  Sheffield  Little  League  for  win- 
ning the  Berkshire  County  champion- 
ship and  Chairman  Stanton  suggested 
a  letter  of  congratulations  be  sent.
